REPORT ON THE CONVENTION 
BY 

JOHN KITTREDGE (W.C.N.S.) 

President NENA 1958 

The 12th Annual Convention of the New England Numismatic Association,held 
at the Bancroft Hotel in Worcester Massachusetts on October 10th,11th & 12th 
1958, was a thundering success in every respect# Registration was two hundred 
and seventy five nearly a fifty percent increase over ary previous year# 
Numismatists from all over this country and from Canada came to attend this 
important and ever growing regional convention# 

A social hour started this gala occasiob on Friday evening with about one 
hundred attending a cocktail party in the N.E.N.A, room of the hotel# The 
Worcester County Numismatic Society acted as host club this year, and refresh¬ 
ments were provided by their members and by N#E#N#A. 

At 8,00 A,M Saturday morning the Grand Ball Room was bustling with the 
registration of dealers and preparation of the Bourse# General registration 
started at 9#00 A#M. s-od the -Bourse wife waitliigsfor the earliest registrants# 
Edward W Faron,exhibits chairman, was on duty overseeing arrangement of 
the displays on the Balcony, auction material was shown early, and all phases 
of registration moved smoothly with never any congestion or mayhem# 

Twenty nine dealers from the northeastern section of the country,altho not 
entirely from New England formed the B 0 urse, and they offered all types.of 
material from the most ancient to modern days# Proofs made the outstanding 
showing and the dealers did a very gratifying business. 

The auction was conducted by the Old Colony Coin Auctions,Inc.,of Boston, 
a company formed by Harold Whitneck, Maurice M Gould (both past presidents) 
and Arthur Conn. THIS WAS THEIR DEFDT. If this sale is ary indication of 
their future ones, they should soon become one of the leading auction firms 
in the business# The auction offered the widest variety and selection ever 
to be had at a N.E.N.A convention, and was particularly rich in the ever 
popular Canadian series. Two sessions were held one on Saturday Afternoon 
and one in the evening. 

There were thirty one separate exhibits and many filled several cases. 

A conservative estimate of their value was One hundrer thousand dollars. The 
coins and bills covered every period of time, and numismatic interest. Much 
thought,knowledge,and work was placed into the conception and execution of 
them and it must have been a most difficult task for the judges# 

A Buffet's Supper was served to one hundred twenty six at 6.00 P.M. and 
our only regret of the whole convention was that we could not provide accom¬ 
odations for all who wanted to attend the Buffett and the Banquet. 

The evening program began with a lecture by a past president of N.E.NJV. 
Arthur R# Moore of Worcester spoke on ’Mercantilism* • His learned and 
scholarly lecture covered points of history, both in this country and the 
West Indies, England, and Spain, that resulted in the coinage and numismatic 
history of early America. It also covered the causes and reasons for the 
Spanish coins, the New England Shillings, Rosa Americana, and all the other 
Colonial coins of America rather than the actual coins themselves. When we 
understand the conditions and reasons why coins are minted, we appreciate 
them all the more# It is when a person understands these causes he becomes a 
numismatist. 

The Bourse continued untill 11.00 P.M. Saturday evening and was just as 
active on Sunday morning. 

The second numismatic .lecture was delivered on Sunday at noon, by another 
past president of N.E.N.A.# Earl V. Tuttle, also from Worcester, gave an 
interesting talk on Russian coins and illustrated it by showing coins on a 
screen. Russian coins are one series that has not been popular in this country -

REPORT ON THE CONVENTION,continued. 

Mr Tuttle drew on his vast numismatic knowledge to impart to us the history 
behind these coins. He began with the beginnings of the Romanoff family in the 
late l500’s and traced the coinage of Russian rulers until their extinction 
in 1917* Not only did he give the history of the coins, but he interjected many 
historically important and little sidelights on the personalities concerned. 

The highlights of the business meeting are contained in the report of the 
Secretary elsewhere in the News. 

Mr Kenneth R Bressett of Keene, New Hampshire, well known in numismatic 
circles for his research on Colonial American coins and outstanding Numisma¬ 
tic photography was our banquet speaker,. He entertained for three quarters of 
an hour with a very appropriate history of the coinage of Massachusetts. 

His lecture demonstrated his ability to inquire about numismatics, to seek 
information that is not included in guide books,and to impart to others his 
vast knowledge. 

The convention closed officially at Iu60 P.M. with everyone eagerly an¬ 
ticipating N,E.N.A's 15 th convention at Hartford in 1959. 


Those,who attended the banquet and look¬ 
ed forward to hearing Oscar Dodson, 
President of the A. N. A. speak, were 
not only disappointed but bewildered 
because he was not there and apparently 
no word had been received from him. 

The exerpt below,taken from a letter 
written by Oscar to June Pond sheds 
light on the matter 

October 18th 1958 

Dear June: 

On Friday,October 10th, I sent 
a Western Union Night Letter addressed 
to you at Bancroft Hotel,Worcester, 
which read as follows: 

’With the approaching national conven¬ 
tion in Boston all eyes are on New Eng¬ 
land. Warm wishes for a highly success¬ 
ful conference in Worcester. Regret 
Dodsons unable be with you. 

Monday morning my local Western Union 
called to report the message undelivered, 
They said the Bancroft would not accept 
the telegram because you were not re¬ 
gistered in the hotel 

I am sorry the message did not go thru. 

Perhaps y^u could include it the next 
N.E.N.A. news letter.

It has been said that Abel Buel, 
famous colonial engraver,type founder, 
silversmith, and also counterfeiter was 
connected with this firm at least while 
they struck some of the Connecticut 
Cents, which were also minted here.

EVOLUTION OF A MEDAL 

by 

Richard D. Moore 

In 1954 Hartford was host to the Tenth Annual NENA Convention. As 
Chairman of the Convention, it was my desire, as it is with all who are 
similarly honored, that every possible step be taken to make it an out¬ 
standing event. 

In reviewing the history of past N.E.N.A conventions, I realized 
that at the Fifth Annual Convention in Springfield (1949) for the first 
time a medal was issued to commemorate a N.E.N.A. Convention. Large 
cents were surfaced off on the reverse which was then inscribed- 
SPRINGFIELD CONVENTION NENA 1949. 

In 1950 and 1951 medals were not struck. Medals were issued for the 
Eighth Annual Convention of N.E.N.A. at Boston and to commemorate the 
Tercentenary of the striking of the Pine Tree Shilling. The medals were 
the size and shape of the Pine Tree Shilling and bearing the same ob¬ 
verse. The reverse was inscribed around NEW ENGLAND NUMISMATIC ASSOCIATION, 
and in the e'enter BOSTON -8th ANNUAL CONVENTION 1952. A Convention medal 
was issued in Worcester at the Ninth Annual Convention carrying on the 
obverse the official seal of Worcester Massachusetts. On the reverse was 
the inscription NENA CONVENTION WORCESTER,MASS. OCTOBER 3-4 1953. 

The obverse of a coin or medal is the side which bears the more 
important device or inscription. Therefore N.E.N.A. had never had a medal 
of its own! I immediately set about designing a modal specifically for 
N.E.N.A to commemorate our Tenth Annual Convention. First a device had 
to be selected. All of those that at once came to mind were rejected be¬ 
cause they were not conclusively New England. In fact, it was a week 
later before the obvious was realized. What could be more indicative 
than a map or outline of the New England States? After a number of pre¬ 
liminary sketches I finally chose one showing the main device (an out¬ 
line of New England) slightly overlapping the inner of two Concentric 
circles between which was the legend NEW ENGLAND NUMISMATIC ASSOCIATION. 

There remained only the selection of a subordinate device,preferably 
numismatic, to occupy the lower right field in order to give balan 3 to 
the entire design. The New England Shilling, which had been rejected as 
the main device primarily because it had been issued for the benefit of 
the Massac husetts Colony only, kept pestering me. A few more sketches 
and finally there evolved the subordinate device consisting of two 
shillings overlapping which, with the aid of artistic license, spelled 
N.E.N.A. 


A finished drawing of the proposed cfe verse was prepared and pre¬ 
sented to the members of the committee for approval. Bless them! it was 
approved -unanimously. The reverso was simply inscribed 10th NENA CONVEN¬ 
TION HARTFORD CONNECTICUT OCTOBER 9-10 1954. Thus came into being the 
medal commemorating the Tenth Annual Convention. 

It was, I believe, my good friend Bob Gerrish, then secretary of 
Association, who first suggested that the design be considered for the 
permanent emblem of N.E.N.A. I think it is understandable that I should 
feel more than a little pleased that the members of N.E.N.A. voted such 
adoption at the 1957 meeting.

Once again Hartford is the Convention. City, this time for the 
Fifteenth Annuel N.E.N.A Convention. Ono again I have had a submitted 
design accepted; this time for the reverse of the N.E.K.A. medal for 1959. 

The obverse of a 1787 Connecticut Cent was chosen as th6 basic 
device. Extensive research has failed to show the use of this design in 
any previous form of medallic art. A few artistic liberties have been 
taken. The word HARTFORD has been inserted between the familiar words 
AUCTORI CONNEC *t thetop, to indicate the Convention City; and the 
Roman numeral XV has been added beneath the bust to designate the Fifteenth 
Annual Convention. On the cuirass or breastplate &f armour I have in¬ 
corporated into the ornamental design, the initials H N S in regognition 
of the host club, the Hartford Numismatic Society. 

My participation in the evolution of the N.E.N.A. medal ha3 been 
very gratifying. I hope the 1959 reverse will meet with the approval of 
the members, and prove to be a desirable addition to a collection of 
of these medallic milestones of a great and growing organization—

THE GROWTH AND EXPANSION OF OUR ORGANIZATION 
BY HOWARD E. DAVIS -PRESIDENT- N.E.N.A. INC. 


I would liko to toll you in this message about our organization N.E.N.A. the 
short way of saying NEW ENGLAND NUMISMATIC ASSOCIATION. 

Original purpose of the organization was to hold a convention to bring together 
the Numismatist from all the New England States. It was brought about and estab¬ 
lished by Mr, Shepard Pond of Boston, who had worked on the idea for some time, 
and the first convention was held in Boston Mass, on May 23rd. 1941. 

For various reasons jrhe next convention was not held until 1946, again in Boston, 
under the chairmanship of Mr, Henry Schuhmacher. From this time on the organiza¬ 
tion has been built in short jumps into what it is to-day. 

Providence was the locale of the third convention, with Mr. Horace Grant as 
chairman, in 1947 and at this meeting N.E.N.A was firmly established in its pur¬ 
pose to bring all numismatic groups in New England together. It was at this con¬ 
vention that the ground work of the ’Purposes and Ideals' of N.E.N.A was deter¬ 
mined. 

From that time forward the N.E.N.A convention has become an annual affair. 

Harold Whitneck was the first elected President and a Directorship consisting of 
a representative from each New England was formed. 

I will not dwell in detail on each year,except at periods, to show our progress. 
The growth has been steady and sure. True, we have had growing pains the same as 
any growing child,but they have gotten better, and we continue to outgrow them. 

1948- Our publication N.E.N.A.News started. 

1949- First Convention Medal issued by N.E.N.A. 

1951- Two day convention first established and a constitution adopted. 

1952- First Gold Medal issued. 

1954- Obverse for N.E.N.A medals designed by Dick Moore. 

1956- Directorship changed so as to include a representative from each Member- 
Club rather than from each state. 

1957- All medals issued in the future are to have the N.E.N.A medal obverse and 
a reverse design to be selected by the convention officers. Also a site 
committee is chosen two years in advance to allow more time in planning. 

1955- N.E.N.A incorporated under the laws of Massachusetts, 

1959-??? To date our Convention has designed a new M^,st-head for our paper, 
along the lines of our N.E.N.A seal. The dots you see are approximate 
locations of member clubs. 

Within our organization, as you can see, a strong and firm foundation is being 
built...What about the outside??.It is growing equally as strong as you will see 
from the next paragraph. 

I quote from the January issue of N.E.N.A News" 'The 14th Annual Convention of 
The New England Numismatic Association,held at the Bancroft Hotel in Worcester 
Massachusetts on October 10th.,11th., and 12th 1958 was a thundering success in 
every respect. Registrations numbered two hundred seventy five, nearly a fifty 
per-cent increase over any previous year.! " 

The work of our 1959 Convention Chairman,with his membership drive, has been 
something to marvel at. Just think of it, 100 new members and 7 4 Clubs.Also our 
mailing list id between four and five hundred for N.E.N.A News. 

What about the future??? I believe others read the signs as I do. Let us check 
back to the Boston Convention of 1957 when it was decided that a site committee 
be chosen two years in advance in order to permit officers more time for planning. 
My own obversation has been that we are possibly growing faster than the cities 
in which we hold conventions. The Hotels are becomming too small to accomodate us 
and this may some day mean that the length of the convention will have to increased 
from our present two and one-half day neriod. 

This growth bas not been due to the efforts on any one individual, but rather 
to the concerted efforts of the individual members and member-clubs of N.E.N.A and 
I am confident that I can count on the same support in helping to make 1959 
another 'YEAR OF PROGRESS'

Editor’s Note: Bill ndglected to tell the real highlight of the evening 
which was an exhibit of one of the obverse dies used in coining 'FUGIO CENTS’. 

Most collectors are aware that the first officialy authorized ooin by the 
United States Government was the ’FUGIO CENT',which was minted in New Haven by 
private minters. At least two of the obverse dies are still s tor el in vaults and 
seldom see the light of day. Some time ago the obverse(sun-dial) die which is 
now housedin the Yale-Stirling Library was put on view at the Smithsonian Ins¬ 
titute. Thru the courtesy of Mr. James T. Babb,Librarian-at Yale, and others 
Bill was permitted to have possession of this die for 24 hours in order to put 
it on display at the banquet. It is, I believe,the first appearance of this die 
at any club, unless the former owner and donor might have shown it at one of the 
first meetings of the Original New H a ven Society. 

Many of us there would probrably never have had an opportunity to see this 
rare and valuable die were it not for the efforts of our Convention Chairman.

WHAT MAKEo A NUMISMATIST? 

By 

JOHN KITTREDGE 

What is a numismatist? Even the spelling of this word dumbfounds 
of our chosen clan. The word seems to terrify anyone no£ connected with the study 
cf coins and medals. The word ‘numismatist’ loosely defined means 'one who partake, 
in the science of coins and medals’. To this definition must be added the phrase 
‘handmaid of history’. From this definition must be subtracted the phrase or even 
the slightest connotation of 'speculator’. 


Let us inquire further into a broader and more concrete definition of the word 
’science’ in relation to numismatics. The word ’science’ may be best summarized 
in the word ’knowledge’. A numismatist, therefore, is t?ne who has knowledge of 
coins and medals. This is a simple statement, but what a vast amount of work,ex¬ 
pense, study and reward go into its consumation. The work involved takes years cf 

diligent physical exertion. It involves regular attendance and support of the 
local,regional,and national conventions and meetings in order to inspect displays, 
listen to lectures,contact dealers,impart some of our own accumalated knowledge,and, 
most important of all,have constant contact with other interested people. The ex¬ 
pense involved takes the form of time and ambition as well as monetary cost. It is 
much easier to sit in front of a television screen instead of going to the local. 
club meeting or preparing a display for the local bank window during National Coin 
Week. The monetary expense is usually returned, like bread cast upon the waters, 
many fold, so it should not be included in an article on numismatics. Study is, 
as should be in any science, the primary occupation of the numismatist. Study of 

coins should be for three reasons; first,for the asthetic beauty of the coins 

themselve-s;second,for the historical data they contain;third, to increase know¬ 
ledge of the mintmarks,designers’ initials,weights, and the general physical com¬ 
position of the material used in the coin or medal. 

These three purposes under 'study of coins' need to be elaborated upon to 
realize their importance to the science of numismatics. The asthetic beauty of the 
coins is almost self evident. When a varied display of coins comes into my view, 

I experience a rebirth of joy in the artistic beauty of the metallic discs that I 
see before me. The color, whether it be gold,silver,bronze, or one of the many 
other metallic combinations used, it what strikes me first. This is followed by an 
insatable curiosity to inspect the figure of the reigning monarch,the Greek God, 
the Roman Emperor, the Byzantine religious inscription, the most boastful titles 
that follow the names of the Renaissance princes,the dates or mintnarks,or the 
coats-of-arms on each of the individual coins. Regarding displays from the as¬ 
thetic, of what value is a display of Indian Head Cents,complete,where all the coins 
are the same except for the date or mintmark? It seems to me that the effort,ex¬ 
pense, and time expanded could have been much more rewardingly expounded to invest 
in and investigate other series in which each coin has an individuality of its 
own,such as Hard Time or Civil War Tokens. Each time I see a display of Liberty 
Head Nickels glittering in a modern plastic case, I cannot but wonder if the owner 
would not have experienced more asthetic pleasure from his coins if he or she had 
exhibited one coin from each series the head of Liberty or one coin made of nickel 
from each country that had produced it. 

The historical data and information contained on coins relating to their man¬ 
ufacture is boundless. We are familiar with the desire for knowledge of times long 
past that comes with the attributing of Greek staters, with the colorful and ex¬ 
citing personalities depicted on the coins of the Roman and byzantine Empires, 
with the other endless processions of characters and events that are recorded on 
coins, and the pleasure of consulting the Geography book in order to locate the 
far-a-way places referred to on the coins.

Concluded from the A.pril issue. 

I-Iost modern coins will not preserve our way of life well for 
^ the future. Our only exceptions are the times,events, and heroes in- 
p scribed eternally on the Washington-Carver,^tone fountain and Colum¬ 
bian Exhibition Commemorative Half Dollars.All Commemorative Half 
Dollars will serve as monuments,to future ages, of our accomplish¬ 
ments and great men. Roman coins, with which we are all familar,show 
on the obverse the emperor or a member of his family. The reverses 
picturize scenes from everyday life that the modern,cold,indifferent 
and impersonal reverses do not have. 

The manufacture or material of a'necessity coin’ reveals the age 
in which it was manufactured and the troubles that existed in former 
times. 'Necessity coins' are usually thought of as coins made from 
leather straps,cut on square planchcts,or depicting the plight of the 
times. Wc need look no further than our own times to see a numismatic 
wealth of 'necessity coins'. During the last great depression, many 
localities issued script. 'Wooden nicklcs',thc butt of many a joke, 
would also be classified as 'necessity coins'. During World War II, 
the zinc coated iron cents of 194-3* along with the 'shell case' cents 
of the following years reveal the troubles of those war years. 

Numismatics and knowledge are so intertwined,that it is impos¬ 
sible to have numismatics without knowledge. Of what value is a coin 
if the country of issue,mintmaster, or metallic content is unknown? 

The primary objective of the numismatist is the proper identification 
of the coin in such basic matters as the country, state, or geogra¬ 
phical location from which it came,and also the ruler under whom it 
was minted. All other details, no matter how small or insignificant 

• they may seem, should be learned in order to appreciate the mint, 
the designer, the translations of inscriptions or legends,meanings 
of the small designs in the field and the principalities that are on 
the coats-of arms. A study of metalurgy and weights adds appreciably 
to the knowledge and appreciation of a coin,as well as helping to de¬ 
tect forgeries,counterfeits,and unlisted varieties. 

Another definition of 'science' reads "specified accumulated 
knowledge,systernized and formulated, with reference to the discovery 
of general truths". How much return has been rewarded the research 
that has gone into the study of COLONIAL COINS in the last few years? 
How much has been gained from the long forgotten records recently 
brought to light in this series,as well as similar ones? How many 
books have helped the numismatic fraternity based solely on the re¬ 
cent research? We arc all familar with the long and patient study 
that many dedicated numismatists have devoted to all the the numis¬ 
matic series over the years. All the numismatic periodicals have ar¬ 
ticles, both long and short,on a vast variety of subjects. I often 
wonder how much time is spent reading the articles and studying the 
charts and diagrams. More-over,I wonder how this time spent compares 
in studying the advertisements devoted to the speculative coins and 
rolls? I wonder how much money,also, is spent for reference and de¬ 
scriptive works. Most numismatists agree that ton per-cent of coin 
investment should take the form of numismatic literature. 

In Summation, we find that a numismatist is a student. He is a 
student of history,fundamentally, but also of geography and mctalur- 

K gy. He is a scientist too, in that he must acquire knowledge. The 
additional knowledge that he builds Up and produces by himself 
should be built systc-mizcd and passed on to others. 



FIRST DAY COIN CARDS---ANNIVERSARY COIN CARDS 
N.C„L*KGFKANN,ConventIon Chairman 

First Day and historic anniversary covers have long been an int¬ 
eresting branch of Philately. These lines are written to bring to 
the attention of our N.E.N.A. Club affiliates that First Day and 
anniversary Coil Cards could become an interesting part of Numis 
matics. 

The New Haven Numismatic Society is indeed fortunate to be sit¬ 
uated in an historical numismatic area. The Company for Coining 
Coppers, minters of the Connecticut and Fugio Cents was located in 
New Haven. At least seven varities of New Haven Anniversary medals 
have portrayed the historic New Haven green and the three famous 
churches. 

The Fugio Cent, the Connecticut Cent, and the New Haven Green 
were adopted in 1938 as a basis for the permanent insignia of the 
New haven Society. This insignia lends itself readily to the first 
day and anniversary coin card idea. 

In 1947 they used the idea for their 10th anniversary and again 
in 1957 when the 20th anniversary banquet was held. An uncirculated 
1937 Lincoln Cent and a 1957 one were mounted on red velvet cards 
and distributed as souvenirs. 

The Norwalk Coin Club was possibly the first to issue the first 
day coin card using the first shipment of the 1959 Lincoln Memorial 
cents received by the Norwalk banks early in January. 

The New Haven Society had discussed the idea in November 1958 
and hoped to be the pioneer,but were unable to have them available 
until early February, because the Federal Reserve Bank of Boston 
did not supply the New Haven Banks until late in January. 

Many New England collectors acquired these cards which were worded 
as follows: 'From the first shipment to arrive/at New Ka.ven Banks, 
10.00 A.M./on January 27 1959 from the/Federal Reserve Bank of 
Boston/ Courtesy of the/New Haven Numismatic society, with the 
insignia below. Two coins were mounted in cello tubes(obverse and 
reverse exposed) and placed in the upper corners. 

How many of these original cards will be around in 1984,the next 
legal year when change of design will be permissable ? 

In the preparation of this article or of the issue of First Day 
Cards no claim of originality is implied. 

Other projects of this nature should be recorded in the interest 
of furthering numismatology.

Joseph C Hitchclson was born liny 22 1856 on a large tobacco 
farn in the Village of Tariffvillo, part of the ancient town of 
Simsbury Conn. Brought up in the midst of the leaf tobacco bus- 

r ' nd -»encouraged by the succsss of nen fron neighboring towns 
who^had gone west in their early manhood, he turned his attention 
to Kansas City,IIissouri where he early established a wholesale 
leaf tobacco business. 

He travelled extensively and cane in contact with many nen 
in all lines of business both in the U.S. and abroad. 

Starting as a collector of cents, as he prospered, he aimed 
to secure as perfect specimens as possible of every variety of 
i-ioncy used in and for America, Hany of his a.cquo.intanccs became 
interested, because of his enthusiasm, and personally assisted 
him in adding to his varied collection. 

Ec returned to Tariffvillo, where he planned to spend his 
remaining years,and while inspecting a portion of his farm was 
taken suddenly ill one day and passed away in a few minutes on 
Sept. 25 19H. 

In accordance with his wishes his collection was presented 
to the State of Connecticut and was officially accepted by the 
Connecticut General Assembly in 1913.

A special vault in memorial Hall in the btatc Library houses 
the collection,fireproof and electrically protected. Special 
interior equipment, an innovation in methods of storage and ex¬ 
hibition was planned by iir. mitchelson and George S. Goddard, 
State Librarian. There arc 196 safety deposit boxes accomodating 
5 trays each of a standard size. Each tray will hold fron 2-36 
individual coin boxes. The vault also has ten cupboards for the 
storing of the library material.

OTHER_SPEC I aLIZED_PH,,SE_OF NUMISMATICS COMING INTO IT'S OWN 
U. C. L. Hofmann — — 

Over the past decade many new and specialized numismatic 
collector groups have formed nationwide or regional organiza¬ 
tions in order to promote their particular interests. 

An interesting and challenging phase of numismatics has 
been the collecting of various tokens in general. From that field 
many became specialists in Hard Times Tokens (Jackson Cents) — 
patriotic Civil War Tokens — Merchant Tokens (Store cards)-- 
British and Canadian Tokens. In each of these groups are a few 
pertinent to transportation. 

The first transportation tokens known to have been struck 
in the United States were issued about 1790 for use on turn¬ 
pikes near Lancaster Penn. Since that time tokens have been is¬ 
sued by Plank Roads-Toll Bridges-Ferry Boats-Early Omnibusos- 
Horsa Cars-Railroads-Elcctrie Intcrurban and Street Railways as 
well as Auto Bus Lines. 

About 50 years ago there were less than a dozen collectors 
known as specialists in this field,but because fare tokens were 
in wide general use and were the equivalent of money,as long as 
they were in current use,many wore kept aside by coin collectors, 
as oddities,and many found these vectures to be- of more than a 
passing interest. 

In 1920 F. C . Iienworthy took the trouble to compile a list 
of such tokens as were in his collection or had been seen in 
other collections. This catalog(check list) was the first to have 
been passed among the small group of pioneers in token collect¬ 
ing, In 1925 R. W. Dunn undertook a further compilation of this 
check list and in 1932 the mantle of Compiler was passed on to 
Roland C Atwood. He,with the help of others,revised and expan¬ 
ded the numbering system. 

In 1942 the publisher of Keins Hobby News began to run 
■Atwood's check list serially in his paper. This was the 1st print¬ 
ing of a token check list in the United States. 

January 1943 to September 1944 the Numismatic Scrapbook 
published a check list of U.S. transportation tokens compiled 
by the late Bernard Morgenthau of New York. 

The American Vccturist Association published a catalog in 
1952 which was quickly sold out. On April 15 1958 the first 
printed and bound book with plates went to press and has been 
distributed to over 700 collectors, dealers and A.V.a. members.

Because it is felt that these changes should bo put into 
effect at once, and lack of tine precludes the two months 
notice required, members will be asked to vote on a suspension 
of article 7 Section 6 of the present by-laws in order to act 
on these amendments at that time. 

Article 7 Section 6 reads as follows: 

’The by-laws of the Association may be altered, amended or 
repealed at an Annual Meeting or specially called meeting of the 
Association, provided notice of any proposed change in the by¬ 
laws is delivered by mail to each active member at least two (2) 
months prior to the date of such meeting. It shall require a 
two-thirds 2/3 vote to effect such a change,’

THE MITCHELSCK COLLECTION 


Members and guests will have an opportunity of viewing a 
diversified exhibit from the far.ous Mitchclson Collection in 
the Memorial Roon at the State Library on Saturday October 3rd 
fron 10.00 A.II. to 1.00 P.M. 

Joseph C Mitchclson was born Hay 22 1856 on a large tobacco 
farn in the Village of Tariffvillo, part of the ancient town of 
Sinsbury Conn. Brought up in the midst of the leaf tobacco bus¬ 
iness and,encouraged by the succsss of nen fron neighboring towns 
who had gone west in their early manhood, he turned his attention 
to Kansas City,Missouri where he early established a wholesale 
leaf tobacco business. 

He travelled extensively and canc in contact with many non 
in all lines of business both in the U.S. and abroad. 

Starting as a collector of cents, as he prospered, he aimed 
to secure as perfect specimens as possible of every variety of 
money used in and for America. Aany of his acquaintances became 
interested, because of hia enthusiasm, and personally assisted 
him in adding to his varied collection. 

He returned to Tariffvillo, where he planned to spend his 
remaining years,and while inspecting a portion of his farm was 
taken suddenly ill one day and passed away in a few minutes on 
Sept.25 1911. 

In accordance with his wishes his collection was presented 
to the State of Connecticut and was officially accepted by the 
Connecticut General Assembly in 1913. 

It consists of: 

1 Coins, Colonial-Btatc-Fcdcral-Foreign 

2 Currency—Colonial-Statc-Fcdcral-Confcdcrate-South 

American 

3 Tokens—Patriotic-Political-C ommemorative-C onnercial 

4 Medals—Patriotic-Religious-Historical-Biographical 

5 Library—Books ,?atiphlcts-Numismatlc Manuscripts 

A special vault in Memorial Hall in the btatc Library houses 
the collection,fireproof and electrically protected. Special 
interior equipment, an innovation in methods of storage and ex¬ 
hibition was planned by Mr. Mitchclson and George S. Goddard, 
State Librarian. There arc 196 safety deposit boxes accomodating 
5 tray 3 each of a standard size. Each tray will hold from 2-36 
individual coin boxes. The vault also has ten cupboards for the 
storing of the library material. 

It was the intention of Hr, Mitchclson to have the collec¬ 
tion serve as a permanent historical and authoritative showing 
the evolution and dcvclopement of our money. A separate coin box, 
properly labeled, has been provided for each known variety of 
each date and issue of the several mints. As a result there ap¬ 
pear in the collection several empty boxes bearing the legend 
’n:t yet in collection'. 

This collection was an achievement, not a purchase; a com¬ 
bined result of time,study and money; but mostly of untiring love 
and devotion.. It v/as Joe Mitchclson's Hobby. (R.D.Moore)

.iftcr reading a recent, issue jf-142 of the Numismatic Notes 
and Monographs of the American Numismatic Society,titled ’The 
Secret of the Good Samaritan Shilling’ (this is an account of 
fine detective research and orderly conclusion regarding the 
origin of the pieces by Eric P, Newman) I was fortunate to read 
a copy of the American Journal of Numismatics for October 1882 
to which Mr Newman refered in his footnotes. 

The reference was to the Charles Bushncll ’Good Samaritan 
Shilling’ in the Bushncll sale of coins which the Journal re¬ 
ported the prices realized on some American pieces. 

Without mentioning condition, the prices seem fairly rea¬ 
sonable for sales of over 75 years ago.

°7 er thc past dG cadc many now and specialized numismatic 
collector groups have formed nationwide or regional organiza- 
10 ns m order to promote their particular interests. 


An interesting and challenging phase of numismatics has 
ocen the collecting of various tokens in general. From that field 
many became specialists in Hard Times Tokens (Jackson Cents)— 
patriotic Civil War Tokens—Merchant Tokens (Store cards)-- 
British and Canadian Tokens. In each of these groups are a few 
pertinent to transportation. 


+ . Thc fiFst transportation tokens known to have been struck 
in thc United States were issued about 1790 for use on turn- 
pikes near Lancaster Penn. Since that time tokens have been is¬ 
sued by Plank Roads-Toll Bridges-Ferry Boats-Early Omnibuscs- 
Horsa Cars-Railroads-Electrie Intcrurban and Street Railways as 
well as Auto Bus Lines. 


About 50 years ago there were less than a dozen collectors 
known as specialists in this field,but because fare tokens were 
in wide general use and were the equivalent of money,as long as 
they were in current use,many were kept aside by coin collectors, 
as oddities,and many found these vectures to be of more then a 
passing interest. 


In 1920 F. C . Iienworthy took the trouble to compile a list 
of such tokens as were in his collection or had been seen in 
other collections. This catalog(check list) was the first to have 
been passed among the small group of pioneers in token collect¬ 
ing, In 1925 R. W. Dunn undertook a further compilation of this 
check list and in 1932 the mantle of Compiler was passed on to 
Roland C Atwood. He,with thc help of others,revised and expan¬ 
ded thc numbering system. 

In 1942 the publisher of Keins Hobby News began to run 
Atwood's check list serially in his paper. This was thc 1st print¬ 
ing of a token check list in the United States. 

January 1943 to September 1944 thc Numismatic Scrapbook 
published a check list of U.S. transportation tokens compiled 
by thc late Bernard Horgenthau of New York. 

The American Vecturist Association published a catalog in 
1952 which was quickly sold out. On April 15 1958 thc first 
printed and bound book with plates went to press a.nd has been 
distributed to over 700 collectors, dealers and A.V.a. members. 

This article is quoted in part from the A.V.a. Catalog, 
and the excellent photo work included therein was thc work of 
our fellow N.E.N.a member Kenneth E Bressett of Keene N.H. 

Local or regional groups of transportation token collec¬ 
tors have been formed in several cities in thc United States, 
and because there are a number of collectors in New England, 
it is thc hope of thc writer that a regional group may be formed
